Jim Leyland was selected to 
manage at Lakeland (Florida 
State) when Stub Overmire 
turned to scouting while Joe 
Lewis was renamed at Bristol of 
the all-rookie Appalachian 
League.

With the biggest turnover of 
players in his long career, Ralph 


Houk sees better things for the 
Tigers in his third season as their 
manager in a tough transitional 
time. 

Houk, dean of American 
League managers, has the cre- 
dentials to back his optimism, 
entering 1976 with a 13-year 
managerial record of 2,077 vic- 
tories and a winning percentage 
of .518 to rank high among 
those with 10 or more seasons 
since 1900. 

His successes also include 


three pennant winners, two 
World Champions and two se- 
lections as Manager of the Year. 

One change was made in 
Houk’s coaching staff for 1976 
with Fred Gladding taking over 
as pitching tutor; a significant 
selection since the ex-Tiger right- 
hander handled so many of the 
club’s young prospects as pitch- 
ing coach at Evansville. 

Joe Schultz, in his sixth year, is 
back at third; Dick Tracewski, in 
his fifth, is at first base; and Jim 
Hegan is in the bullpen for the 
third season. 


DH DANDY 
Horton Shows How It’s Done 
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Bill Freehan now has caught 
more games than any catcher 
still active in the major leagues 
and this year he will start mov- 
ing past some of the most 
esteemed backstops of the 
game’s history. 

The husky Tiger veteran has 
been behind the plate for 1,520 
games, nearly 300 more than his 
nearest pursuer of the day. If he 


can add as many as 80 games 
this season, he will be topped in 
durability by only eight all-time 
heroes. 

What's more, Freehan has the 
best of fielding credentials to go 
with his longevity figures. His 
totals in chances accepted and 
putouts are both major league 
career records and his .994 life- 
time mark in fielding is an 
American League record for 


catchers in more than 1,000 
games. 

That's how Big Bill won five 
Gold Gloves during his career 
and was tapped 11 times for the 
All-Star Game, including 1975. 

At the plate, Freehan ranks 
among the Top Ten Tigers in 
four categories — hits, total 
bases, games played and home 
runs (with 195 entering 1976.).

Staub’s Exploits Enchant Fans 


When the Tigers acquired 
Rusty Staub from the New York 
Mets in an off-season trade 
involving Mickey Lolich, they 
added one of the top stars of the 
National League for the past 
decade. 

The big, handsome redhead 
with service at Houston, 


Montreal and New York brought: 


along batting credentials which 
read: career average of .280 
with 197 home runs and 937 


runs batted in for 1,837 games. 
More than that, his strong 
throwing arm enabled him to 
lead the league in outfield assists 
four of the past seven seasons; 
the last two in a row. 

A popular figure wherever he 
played, Staub was first signed by 
the Astros in late 1961 — 
following a fabulous high school 
career in his native New 
Orleans — for a bonus reported 
at $100,000. 

At 19, he was a regular with 


the Astros but traded to 
Montreal in 1969 to become 
“Le Grand Orange’”’ to the 
captivated Expo fans. In 1972, 
he moved to the Mets and was 
their 1973 World Series hero 
with a .423 average. 

Selected five straight years 
(1967-71) for the All-Star Game, 
Staub is a noted gourmet cook 
but names golf and stamp-coin 
collecting as other off-field 


pursuits. 15 
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As the anchor man of their 
1976 pitching staff, the Tigers 
are counting on Joe Coleman to 
return to the form he showed 
them in 1971 when he won 20 
games and 1973 when he rang 
up 23 victories. 

‘There is reason to believe the 
29-year-old righthander can do 
it because, even in his ‘“down’’ 
years of 1974 (14-12) and 1975 


(10-18), he had some brilliant 
performances, including two 
two-hitters in 1974 and a one- 
hitter in 1975. 

This marks the fifth season in 
Detroit uniform for Coleman, 
who was a schoolboy phenom 
with the Washington Senators 
back in 1965, when he was the 
No. 1 selection in the first free 
agent draft held. 

As a Senator, he beat the Tig- 


ers eight times without a loss, so 
they were happy to receive him 
as part of the celebrated trade 
involving Denny McLain follow- 
ing the 1970 season. In addition 
to his 20-game seasons of 1971 
and 1973, Coleman came close 
in 1972 (19-14) and he entered 
1976 with an all-time mark of 
129-118 despite the “losingest’’ 
season of his career in 1975. 


YOUNG VET 


May Seasoned Beyond His Age 


At 25 years of age, Milt May 
has five major league seasons 
with the Pirates and Astros to his 
credit, plus assurance of a place 
in the history of baseball trivia. 

It was his hit, a three-run 
homer, which last season drove 
in Bob Watson with the 
millionth run of the game's 
history — an event well- 
publicized and carrying financial 


rewards for all involved. 

Son of Pinky May, a National 
League infielder of the ‘40s, the 
Tigers’ new catcher started his 
career as a third baseman but 
promptly moved behind the 
plate to become one of the best 
receivers in the majors. 

Signed in 1968, it took only 
three years for him to reach the 
majors as a backup catcher at 
Pittsburgh. When the Astros 


offered the pick of their pitching 
staff for May at the end of the 
1973 season, the Bucs tapped 
Southpaw Jerry Reuss and the 
deal was closed. 

May spent two seasons at 
Houston, rounding off his career 
average at .270; came to the 
Tigers in a seven-man swap 
which opened the 1975 winter 
baseball meetings. 


Me 


Aurelio Rodriguez, the Sunny 
Senor at third base for the Tig- 
ers, has had an impeccable rep- 
utation as a fielder ever since 
his arrival by trade for the 1971 
season. But now, it seems, his 
bat may be about to match his 
glove work. 

In the past two seasons, the 
nimble infield star has raised his 
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batting average 23 points to 
reach .245 in 1975, when he hit

Home at Last for Roberts? 


The record of Dave Roberts, 
the Tigers’ new southpaw, reads 
like a tourists’ itinerary -- but it 
isn’t and Roberts hopes he has 
found a ‘‘permanent’’ home 
here. 

The veteran lefthander now 
has been the property of six 
major league clubs but had 
pitched for only two of them 
before being traded to the Tigers 
by the Astros in a seven-man 


transaction last. December. 

It all started back in 1963 
when Roberts was signed by the 
Phillies, then claimed on first- 
year player waivers by the 
Pirates in 1964. 

While still in the Pittsburgh 
farm system in 1966, he was 
drafted by the Kansas City A’s 
but turned back before the start 
of. the 1967 season. 

When expansion came to the 
National League in 1970, 


Roberts still hadn’t reached the 
majors but was selected by San 
Diego (from Pittsburgh) in the 
expansion draft — and has been 
in the major ever since. 

After setting several Padre 
mound records in two seasons, 
he was sent to Houston in 1972 
and became one of the Astros’ 
mainstays, posting his best 
record in 1973 when he had 17 
victories, including six shutouts.

Strong statistics support Vern 


Ruhle’s selection as ‘‘Tiger 
Rookie of the Year’ in 1975 
although the Detroit Sports 
Broadcasters’ vote was close be- 
cause of competition from Tom 
Veryzer. 

In his first full season, Ruhle 
became the first Tiger rookie to 
win more than 10 games (he

Veryzer Best New 


The stamp of approval for 
Tom Veryzer in 1975 was his 
selection by players, managers 
and coaches of the American 
and National Leagues as the best 
rookie shortstop in the major 
leagues. 

That honor also was vindica 
tion for the Tiger high com 
mand, which made an early de- 


cision to hand the job to the 


youngster on a full-time basis 
and trust him to come through. 

Although missing four weeks 
of action with three different in- 
juries, Veryzer staged a strong 
finish at the plate to clinch his 
award. From August 10 to the 
close of the year, he had a .313 
average, enabling him to reach 
.252 for the season. 

Honors and injuries are not 
new to the quiet Tiger. In his

first season, he was voted Most 
Valuable Player of the Appala- 
chian League for 1971. Two 
years later, he was all-star 
shortstop of the International 
League and won the same honor 
in the American Association in 
1974 despite missing a month of 
play because of broken wrist. 

That was the year he reached 
| Tiger Stadium to stay. 
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There is some tendency to ev- 
aluate Gary Sutherland, the Tig- 
ers’ regular second baseman the 
past two years, on his slick field- 
ing. 

That is only part of the story, 
however. Sutherland’s bat has 
been commanding attention ever 
since he arrived in 1974 from 
the Astros in an off-season trade. 

For instance, in 1974, he led 
the Tigers in at-bats and hits 


while playing 149 games and 
had the club’s longest hitting 

streak of the year, a 15-game 

span. In one game, he banged 
out two home runs and in an- 
other collected four hits. 

Last season, when his service 
was somewhat reduced by ill 
ness, he had another two-homer 
game and finished with six four- 
baggers for a career high. 
Against Minnesota and Boston, 


he was particularly potent, hit 
ting .390 against the Twins and 
.343 against the Red Sox. 
Sutherland had five major 
league seasons (Phillies, Expos, 
Astros) under his belt when he 
came to the Tigers but it was his 
1973 record at Denver which 
interested them most 114 
double plays, only 15 errors in 
742 fielding chances and a .294 
American Association average. 


The 1975 season was about to 
start when the Tigers purchased 
Ray Bare from the Cardinals, pri- 
marily to bolster their bullpen. 

The hard-throwing righthander 
had other ideas, however, mov- 
ing into the starting rotation 
early in June and remaining 
there. 

He will be remembered from 
the 1975 campaign for snapping 


the Tigers’ 19-game losing streak 
which was claiming national at- 
tention and threatening to grow 
into a major league record. Bare 
took care of that with a two-hit 
8-0 shutout of the Angels at 
Anaheim August 10. 

Bare’s Florida prep career was 
enough to attract attention: one 
perfect game and three no-hitters 
for Miami Southwest High 
School. However, he chose col- 


lege at Miami-Dade North and it 
was there the Cardinals found 
him in 1969. 

He had trials with the Cards 
in 1972 and 1974 but his pitch- 
ing at Tulsa of the American 
Association in 1974, especially 
his league-leading 2.34 earned 
run average, intrigued the Tigers 
and led to their decision to buy 
him. 
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Dan Meyer's apprentice sea- 
son in 1975 convinced the Tig- 
ers that the blond belter is au- 
thentic as a fine hitter. But it 
may take longer to determine 
the position he will play in what 
promises to be a long and suc- 
cessful career. 

There was not much doubt 
about Meyer’s hitting ability 
from the time he was signed as 


a No. 4 draft choice in 1972. 
All he did that year was bat 
.396 at Bristol of the Appala- 
chian League to lead all batters 
in baseball, major or minor. 

The youngster followed with a 


.409 in the Florida Instructional 
League but sagged to .241 at 
Lakeland in 1973, only to 
bounce back to .330 in the in- 
structional loop that fall. 

Once back on the beam, 


Meyer fashioned a .302 at Ev- 
ansville in 1974 while playing a 
variety of positions and that led 
to a late-season trial with the 
Tigers. 

He started 1975 as the regular 
left-fielder but a hairline break 
in his left foot took him out of 
the lineup for a period and he 
returned to take over at first 
base the rest of the season.

Oglivie Ready For His Chance 


Ben Oglivie saw his chance 
— and took it — in 1975. 

Idling on the bench as a part- 
time first baseman, sometimes 
outfielder and frequent pinch 
hitter-runner, Oglivie became 
the Tigers’ regular left fielder fol- 
lowing the All Star recess be- 
cause of some injuries. 

Once installed in the lineup, 
he promptly became the team’s 
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most improved player — batting 
.303 the rest of the campaign to 
finish at a respectable .286. 
[ronically, he saved his best 
for Boston, the team which sent 
him to the Tigers in 1974. He 
combed Red Sox pitchers for a 
.367 average and collected three 
of his nine home runs off them. 
Born in Panama, Oglivie grew 


up in New York City and was 
Boston’s 11th draft choice in a 
1968 selection. He reached Fen- 
way Park in 1971 as a reserve 
outfielder and premier pinch hit 
ter until traded to Detroit. 

His 1974 season with the Ti- 
gers was notable for 1= stolen 
bases on 15 attempts and he 
added 11 more in 1975, all after 
the All-Star break.

Tigers Welcome Johnson’s Bat 


The long way around was the 
route for Alex Johnson, the 
Detroiter signed by the Tigers as 
a free agent after batting his way 
through both major league with 
great success. 

A prep teammate of Willie 
Horton at Northwestern High 
Schoal, Johnson cast his fortunes 
with the Phillies in 1962, then 
played with the Cardinals, Reds, 
Angels, Indians, Rangers and 
Yankees before joining the 


Tigers in the off-season because 
he wanted to play in his home 
town and for Manager Ralph 
Houk. 

En route, Johnson became an 
American League batting 
champion and a four-time .300 
hitter with a lifetime average of 
.290 for 1,197 games in 12 
seasons. 

His .312 average at Cincinnati 
in 1968 made him ‘“‘Comeback 


Player of the Year’’ and he 
topped that with .315 the 
following season, only to be 
traded to the Angels. For them, 
he became the AL batting king 
of 1970, nosing out Carl 
Yastrzemski, .3289 to .3286 in 
the closest race since 1949. 

Recently, Johnson has been 
mostly a designated hitter and 
pinch hitter but the Tigers see a 
place for him in their outfield 
plans.

What Lerrin LaGrow wants 
most isn’t too much: a good, 
strong finish this season.

Another product of the highly- 
rated baseball program at 
Arizona State is Jim Crawford, 
obtained by the Tigers from the 
Astros in the 1975-76 off-season 
to bolster the southpaw section 
of the bullpen. 

Although a starting pitcher in 
his two minor league seasons, 
Crawford started only twice 
while relieving 90 times in his 


two campaigns at Houston. 


Signed off the campus in June, 


1972, he made his mark in the 
all-rookie Appalachian League 
that year by fanning 123 batters 
in 85 innings and fashioning an 
earned run average of 1.59. He 
spent the entire 1973 season 
with the Astros, without a start 
in 48 appearances which 
resulted in two victories and six 
saves, but was back in the 


minors at Denver in 1974, 
posting an 11-19 mark as a 
starter. 

Once more in the Astros’ 
bullpen in 1975, Crawford drew 
his only two major league starts 
but kept busy with 42 relief 
jobs.

SOME FACTS ABOUT TIGER STADIUM 


The official maximum capacity of Tiger Stadium is 54,226 seats. Recently 
revised figures list 10,341 box seats; 23,322 reserved; 9,352 unreserved grand- 
stand and 11,211 bleacher seats. However, for baseball, bleacher seat sales are 
limited to 10,000 for a normal baseball capacity of 53,015. ‘ 

Baseball has been played at the site since 1900, a year before the American 
League was born with the Tigers as a charter member. Known as Bennett Park 
at the time, it became Navin Field in 1912, Briggs Stadium in 1938 and Tiger 
Stadium Jan. 1, 1961, 

More than 15,000 square yards of sod are needed to surface the playing area. 
Sprinkling and drainage facilities are among the best and the latest-type field 
cover can be placed in less than a minute. 


AREA — Stadium grounds and parking lot cover 8% acres. Playlng field 
occupies approximately half of total area. 

LIGHTING — Eight towers, 1,428 lamps of 1,500 watts each. Installed In 1948. 

DUGOUTS — Connected with clubhouses by tunnels, visitors on first base side, 
home club on third base side. Depressed, dugout-type bullpens new in 1963. 

CONCESSIONS — Operated by Detroit Sportservice, Inc. : 

FENCES — Left field, 340 feet from plate; left-center, 365; center field, 440; 
right-center, 370; right field, 325. All fences uniformly nine feet high. , 

HEIGHTS — From ground to facing of upper deck, 34 feet. Ground to first tier 
of third deck pressbox, 82 feet. Ground to roof of third deck pressbox level, 94 
feet.

The 1934 Bengals (101-53), 
managed by Mickey Cochrane won a pennant but lost the World Series to the 
Cardinals. Mayo Smith’s 1968 Tigers (103-59) went all the way and defeated

TIGERS IN WORLD SERIES 


1907 — Chicago 4 games, Detroit 0 (Plus 12-inn. tie) 

Manager Frank Chance’s National League champions by 171%2-game margin 
were easy winners over Hughie Jennings’ tired Tigers, who nosed out Philadel- 
phia by six points in bitter finishing drive. Tiger morale suffered when Catcher 
Charlie Schmidt failed to hold 9th-inning third strike which would have ended 
first game on winning note. Darkness brought 3-3 tie in 12 innings and Cubs, 
who stole 18 bases during series, went on to well-deserved triumph.

History repeated as Frank Chance's hard-hitting Cubs, one-game National 
League winners over New York, easily handled Hughie Jennings’ Tigers, last-day 
victors over Chicago in American League. Tigers scored 15 runs in first three 
games, then were shut out twice. George Mullin won Detroit's only victory in 
third game with help of four hits by Ty Cobb. 
1909 — Pittsburgh 4 games, Detroit 3 
First World Series going limit was taken by Fred Clarke's Pirates when Babe 
Adams, unheralded rookie, surprisingly won three decisions over Hughie Jen- 
pet battling Tigers as two teams alternated in winning. Honus Wagner batted 
-333 for Pirates in duel with Ty Cobb, who hit .231 in his last World Series. Bill 
Abstein, Pirate first baseman, fanned 10 times and was fired as soon as series 
ended. 


1934 — St. Louis 4 games, Detroit 3 
Tigers qualified with first American League pennant in 25 years under Mickey 
Cochrane's aggressive management but were nosed out by Frank Frisch's 
Cardinals in bitter series marked by final-game row in which Commissioner 
Landis removed Joe Medwick from game when Detroit fans showered field with 
garbage following Medwick’s collision with Marv Owen, Tiger third baseman, 
Dean brothers, Dizzy and Paul, won two games each for Cards; Charlie 
Gehringer hit .379 for Tigers and Pepper Martin .355 for Cards. 
1935 — Detroit 4 games, Chicago 2 
Tigers won first World Cnampionship under Mickey Cochrane's direction, van- 
quishing Charlie Grimm's Cubs despite loss of Hank Greenberg with broken 
wrist in third game. Tommy Bridges scored two mound victories, Alvin Crowder 
and Schoolboy Rowe one each for Tigers. In final game, Cochrane scored win- 
ning run on Goose Goslin's single, throwing delirious Detroit fans into wild 
celebration lasting all night. 


1940 — Cincinnati 4 games, Detroit 3 
Bill McKechnie’s Reds, easy winners in regular season, gave National Leaque 
its first World Series triumph since 1934 by edging out Del Baker's Tigers, next- 
to-last day pennant winners in American League. Bobo Newsom won twice for 
Tigers, despite father's death in Cincinnati hotel following first game, but lost 
finale while pitching with one day's rest. Tommy Bridges won other Detroit 
victory, Paul Derringer and Bucky Walters took two each for Reds. 
1945 — Detroit 4 games, Chicago 3 
Steve O'Neill's Tiger's, last-game pennant winners on grand slam homer by 
Hank Greenberg, just back from army, continued World Series hex over Charlie 
Grimm's Cubs in wartime atmosphere. Hank Borowy pitched shutout and Claude 
Passeau had one-hitter for Cubs but Hal Newhouser fanned 22 in series and won 
twice for Tigers. Greenberg had two homers, three doubles among his seven 
hits in series. 


1963 — Detroit 4 games, St. Louis 3 
After losing three of first four games, Mayo Smith’s Tigers stormed back for 
three straight over Red Schoendienst's Cardinals as Mickey Lolich won three 
games. Al Kaline got chance in his first World Series after 16 years with Tigers 
when Smith brcke up regular outfield by moving Mickey Stanley to shortstop to 
make room for Kaline. Denny McLain, Tigers’ 31-game regular season winner, 
lost opening game when Bob Gibson fanned 17; split two later decisions. 


TIGERS IN CHAMPIONSHIP SERIES 


1972 — Oakland 3 games, Detroit 2 
Billy Martin's battling Tigers lost first two games to Dick Williams’ A's at 
Oakland, won next two at Detroit but finally bowed by one run as American 
League got its first five-game championship. Tight pitching marked series with 
two shutouts and other three games decided by one run. Bert Campaneris, of 
A's, was fined and suspended at start of following season for throwing bat at 
Lerrin LaGrow when hit on ankle by Tiger pitcher in second game.

MISCELLANY OF THIS AND THAT ABOUT THE TIGERS 


HOW THEY GOT THEIR NAME 


Research reveals that the nickname “Tigers” first was applied to the Detroit 
baseball club in 1895 — a year earlier than previously reported, 

Baseball historians initially credited Phiip J Reid, city editor of the Detroit 
| Evening News, with first using the name in print in 1096. However, George 
Stallings, manager of the Detroit team which was then a member of the Western 
League, took credit for the move which resulted in the nickname when he put 
his players in black-and-brown striped stockings which, he said, reminded the 
fans of ‘‘tiger stripes." 

New evidence makes it appear that an unidentified headline writer at the 
Detroit Free Press actually originated the Tiger nickname in 1895, a year before 
Stallings became manager and before the team was wearing striped stockings. 

In its early years, the team was simply called ‘‘Detroit,"’ ‘the Detroits,” 
sometimes the ‘Wolverines’ (a name more familiarly associated with the 
University of Michigan) and at times the "Creams." 

The “Creams” broke into print in 1894, the year Detroit entered the Western 
| League under the ownership of G. A. Van Derbeck, a transient from Los Angeles. 
A writer of the time derisively referred to his aggregation as ‘what is purported 
to be the cream of California baseball players'’’ — which may account for the 
name, 

Then on April 16, 1895, the Free Press printed a headline over a baseball 
story which read: ‘'Strouthers’ Tigers Showed Up Very Nicely." On the same 
page, a string of baseball notes was headed: “Notes of the Detroit Tigers of 
1895.'' Curiously, not once in either story was the word "'Tigers’’ used. 

From then on, the Free Press fairly regularly called them the “Tigers"’ and in 
May, 1895, the Sporting Life began using “Tigers” in its dispatches from Detroit. 
However, up to July 1, 1895, careful search of the files discloses that neither the 
evel Evening News nor its Sunday paper, the News-Tribune, had used 
‘Tigers.’ 

Thus it seems that the Detroit Free Press must get credit for originating the 
Tiger nickname in 1895.

HOME RUNS OVER ROOF 


Between 1938, when Tiger Stadium was rebuilt along its present lines, and 
1956 only one home run was hit over the roof. That was delivered by Ted 
Williams in 1939, his rookie season in the American League. 

Since 1956, the total has been pushed to 13, with 11 over the right field roof 
and two over the more-distant left field roof. 

A number of other blows would have cleared the roof if the ball had not hit 
one of the light standards and bounced back to the playing field. Most notable 
in that category was hit by Reggie Jackson during the 1971 All-Star Game 
(July 13), It is estimated the ball would have travelled more than 600 feet if it 
had not hit the transformer housing on the light tower on the roof above the 
370-foot mark. 

The 1969 roof-clearing homer credited to Jim Northrup bounced back on the 
field — but only after clearing the top of the roof before striking an obstruction 
on the other side. 

Fans recall a number of long home runs hit out of the stadium before it was 
remodelled into a complete double-decker. The most historic of these was the 
700th home run of Babe Ruth's career on July 13, 1934, The ball cleared a wall 
in right field and rolled nearly two blocks down Plum Street, to be retrieved 
some 800-850 feet from home plate by a youngster who received a $20 bill 
(borrowed from a teammate) for returning the ball to The Bambino.

The Tigers can claim the triple play championship of the major leagues, ac- 
cording to Raymond J. Gonzalez, a baseball statistician from Woodside, N.Y., 
who has tracked down every triple play made since 1900. 

_ His report shows the Tigers have made 30, followed by the Pirates 27, Cardl- 
nals 26, Indians, Red Sox and Cubs 25 each. ; 

The Tigers of 1908 made two triple plays (both against the Red Sox) to start 
the historic run of three-ply killings and the 1911 Tigers had three to their credit. 

Most recent on the books for the Tigers was July 15, 1969 at Washington. Ed 
Brinkman, who later played with the Tigers, was the Senators’ batter in the 
mass wipeout, which was executed by Don Wert, Ike Brown and Bill Freehan.
